Third college 
joins list to be 
an academy

PROPOSALS to form a 
third academy in Medway 
will be discussed by council 
chiefs in the new year. 

The plans to build a new academy 
at New Brompton College in 
Gillingham will go before Medway 
council’s cabinet in January. 

Schools bosses have already 
unveiled plans to open two other 
academies in the towns - combining 
Chapter and Temple schools in 
Strood into one and Chatham South 
School and Medway Community 
College into the other. 

Children’s services boss Les Wicks 
said: “We have, so far, given approval 
for an academy in Strood and last 
week we proposed the Chatham 
Academy. 

“We need to make sure Gillingham 
has a similar chance to consider 
state of the art facilities and the 
advantages it may be able to bring. 

“The proposed academy at New 
Brompton College is all part of our 
plan to build schools for the future 
now and make sure we provide the 
best current and future opportuni¬ 
ties for our children. 

“This academy will play a vital role 
in ensuring young people in 
Gillingham gain the knowledge, 
confidence and skills to develop into 
productive, responsible and success¬ 


ful members of our community” 

New Brompton College head¬ 
teacher Judy Rider said she is confi¬ 
dent parents and carers will support 
the move to an academy. 

She said: “This is a welcome and 
positive move. An academy in 
Gillingham will bring significant 
benefits to the whole community. 

“It will allow the school to drive 
standards up further through pro¬ 
gressive and innovative curriculum 
plans, building on the significant and 
sustained improvements made over 
the past few years and accelerate 
student progress. 

“The proposal is for specialisms in 
science and the arts.” 

Medway council’s director of chil¬ 
dren and adult services Rose 
Collinson said: “The proposed acade¬ 
my at New Brompton offers the very 
best opportunity to provide an inno¬ 
vative school for Gillingham with a 
broad, rich and sustainable curricu¬ 
lum that will be attractive and 
motivating to young people and their 
parents. 

“Working in partnership with its 
sponsors, the academy will provide a 
full range of academic and vocation¬ 
al courses so students will succeed 
in learning and be well equipped 
to achieve their aspirations and 
ambitions.” 

The new academy would be 
sponsored by the University of Kent 
with Medway council acting as a 
co-sponsor.

Safety fears as cars 
drive through patrols 

IMPATIENT drivers are putting chil¬ 
dren’s lives in danger, according to 
Medway council’s road safety team. 

The warning comes despite efforts to 
protect youngsters on their way to and 
from school, with many schools 
employing lollipop men to patrol the 
roads in the morning and afternoon. 

During the past year the road safety 
team has received a number of shock¬ 
ing reports - with motorists having 
driven through the patrol while chil¬ 
dren are trying to cross the road and 
hurling abuse at the lollipop men. 

Road safety officer Sarah West said: 
“It seems our beloved lollipop men and 
women are becoming harder to find 
and keep due to abuse and misuse by 
drivers. Just imagine the patrol is 
crossing your child and be patient in 
order to help these valued members of 
the community do their job safely.” 

When a patrol displays a stop sign, 
motorists must stop to allow children 
to cross, or the driver risks prosecution 
and a fine of up to £1,000 and three 
penalty points on their driving licence.

Driving licence fines 
labelled 'stealth tax' 


Dates set for 
final closure of 
our popular 
Woolies stores 

THE Woolworths stores in Medway 
have been granted a temporary 
reprieve and will not close for busi¬ 
ness on Saturday. 

Instead the outlets in Chatham 
and Gillingham will survive for a 
further few days after the closure 
dates were announced by adminis¬ 
trators Deloitte, who have failed to 
find a buyer for the stores. 

They are being closed in batches 
of 200, with the second round on 
December 30, followed by January 
2, with the last ones shutting on 
January 5. 

Branches in Maidstone, Canter¬ 
bury, Margate, Ramsgate, and 
Tenterden, are set to close in three 
days time. 

Throughout the county there are 
35 Woolworths stores employing a 
total of 1,167 people, who all now 
face the prospect of losing their 
jobs. 

The stores have been a fixture of 
the Medway towns since they 
opened around 70 years ago. 

They have recently seen a mas¬ 
sive sale with prices up to 50 per 
cent down on the norm and there 
are still bargains available until all 
stock is cleared. 


TORY hopeful Rehman Chishti has 
slammed the Government policy of 
charging motorists for new driving 
licences every ten years as a “stealth 
tax”. 

The parliamentary candidate for 
Gillingham and Rainham fears peo¬ 
ple are not aware of the current 
requirements and may be breaking 
the law unknowingly. 

Legislation in force means 
motorists face fines of up to £1,000 
for not updating their licences every 
ten years. 

Changes made to the driving 
licence in 1998 mean every decade 
motorists must pay to have new 
photo identification, even though 
people are licensed to drive until 
they are 70. 

The renewal date is hidden in 
small print on the card under section 
4b, said Mr Chishti. 

He said: “The Government is also 
charging for the privilege of getting a 
new licence by currently charging 
£17.50 for each person, which means 
it will make £437 million over the 
next 25 years. 

“It is astonishing the Government 
is making people update their driv¬ 
ing licence every ten years when 
they can legally drive until they are

70 and charging them for the 
privilege. 

“If they don’t comply they could 
face fines of £1,000. This is just 
another stealth tax from the Labour 
Government. 

“I call on transport minister Paul 
Clark to review this policy, which is 
criminalising and penalising 
motorists.” 

Mr Clark is the Labour MP for 
Gillingham and Rainham.

Archbishop's Christmas message defends the world's children 


Exploitation of 
our youngsters 

cannot preval 


THE Archbishop of Canterbury 
has delivered a fierce defence of 
the world’s children in his tradit¬ 
ional Christmas message. 

Dr Rowan Williams, who will address a 
packed congregation on Christmas Day 
morning at Canterbury Cathedral, also 
made what appears to be a thinly-veiled 
attack on abortion as he demanded that 
unborn children not be regarded as “less 
than members of the human family”. 

Writing in the wake of the Baby P scandal, 
he criticises a world where children have 
become “despised, exploited, even feared”. Dr 
Williams also raised fears that the economic 
downturn would lead to greater suffering 
and deprivation for children, and we should 
all stand up to protect them. 

He said: “As we look around the world, 
there is plenty to prompt us to far more 
anger and protest about what happens to 
children than we often seem to feel or 
express. This year there have been several 
public debates about childhood, as research 
has underlined the lack of emotional 
security felt by many children, the high cost 
of divorce and family breakdown, the 
disproportionate effect of poverty and debt 
on children, and many other problems.” 

The Archbishop also pointed to the horrors

visited upon children around the world, such 
as child soldiers in Africa and Sri Lanka, 
youngsters caught up in conflicts, and those 
faced with heavy burdens caused by Aids. 

He also railed against the “insensitive 
treatment” given to child refugees and 
asylum seekers. 

Dr Williams added: “Christmas is a good 
time to think again about our attitudes to 
children and about what happens to child¬ 
ren in our societies. 

“Christians who recognise the infinite 
and all-powerful God in the vulnerability of 
a newborn baby have every reason to ask 
hard questions about the ways in which 
children come to be despised, exploited, 
even feared in our world. 

‘We all suspect that in a time of economic 
crisis worldwide, it will be the most 
vulnerable who are left to carry most of the 
human cost. 

“The Holy Child of Bethlehem demands 
of us that we resist this with all our 
strength, for the sake of the one who, 
though he was rich, for our sake became 
poor, became helpless with the helpless so 
that he might exalt us all through his 
mercy and abundant grace.”

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A remarkable year of highs and lows 


IT’S been another busy year for Canterbury 
Cathedral as it prepares to welcome packed 
congregations to its Christmas services. 

Tickets for its annual Christmas Eve service 
were snapped up weeks in advance as 
worshippers looked to secure a seat for one of 
the most joyous occasions in the calendar. 

Such was the demand that an additional 
service, 24 hours earlier, was added on a first- 
come, first-served basis for those missing out on 
the December 24 carol concert. 

Earlier this year, the once-a-decade Lambeth 
Conference was staged in Canterbury, with 
some 800 Anglican bishops from across the 
world making the pilgrimage to the city for 


three weeks of discussion and debate on the 
Church and its policies. 

It was not without controversy, however, with 
some bishops boycotting the event and 
snubbing the personal invitation of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. 

Key to their concerns was the Church’s stance 
on same-sex marriages and homosexual clergy.

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Accident saw 
father kill his 
son with JCB

A YOUNGSTER died after being 
accidentally crushed by his father 
in a JCB, an inquest has heard. 

Bobby-John Eastwood, six, was killed at his 
family’s home in Parbrook Road in High 
Halstow in August. 

An inquest into the boy’s death was held on 
Thursday and was attended by Bobby-John’s 
mother and two close relatives. 

The inquest heard how Bobby-John was killed 
on Wednesday, August 27 shortly after 6pm. 

His mother and three younger sisters were 
inside their home - one of the permanent 
mobile homes on their land - eating dinner. 

Bobby-John’s father, Bobby Eastwood, had 
gone outside to carry out some work with a 
JCB, moving soil at the rear of the home with 
the industrial digger. 

At some point Bobby-John slipped outside to 
join his father. Neither his mother nor his 
father saw him leaving the home. 

Minutes later Bobby swung the arm of the 
JCB and saw young Bobby-John lying on his 
back on the ground. He had been crushed and 
suffocated by the digger. 

The inquest heard how Bobby-John’s mother 
remembered seeing Bobby running back past 
the house with their son in his arms shouting: 
“I’ve killed my little boy. I’ve killed him. What 
am I going to do?” 

Detective Sergeant Curtis, at Medway CID, 
who was part of the investigating team 
immediately called to the Eastwood’s home, 
told the inquest: “All the family members were 
completely devastated.” 


Mid Kent and Medway coroner Roger Sykes 
said: “This was simply a most tragic accident. 
Bobby-John died from traumatic asphyxia, as a 
result of what I can only describe as being 
crushed by a JCB. 

Motionless 

“Bobby-John had gone outside the family 
home unknown to his mother who was 
preparing the boy and his sisters ready for bed. 

“Bobby-John’s movements were also unknown 


to his father, who was doing work on the land in 
a JCB. He was unaware of what had happened 
until he saw Bobby-John lying motionless on 
the ground.” 

Speaking to Bobby-John’s mother, Mr Sykes 
added: “I can’t think of what else I can say. Time 
will help. You won’t forget, but I hope it will 
become easier as time proceeds. 

“I hope your husband is coping and I send my 
deepest condolences.”

Child health care 'inadequate' 


MEDWAY Council’s work in promoting health 
among children and young people has been 
rated as ‘inadequate’ in an annual report. 

Ofsted inspectors gave the council’s 
children’s service the lowest possible level 
one score in the ‘being healthy 5 category. 

Their in-depth report states that measures 
taken to reduce the level of teenage 
pregnancies had been ‘unsuccessful’ and that 
there had been a ‘lack of progress’ in the 
development of child and adolescent mental 
health services. 

Work on the development of the healthy 
schools programme was recognised, but the 
council’s in-house analysis of the category 
was said to have “overvalued the progress 
made at this stage”. 


Ofsted’s overall rating of the effectiveness 
of Medway’s children’s services was slightly 
more positive, receiving an ‘adequate’ level 
two grade. The service also picked up ‘good’ 
marks in the areas of ‘enjoying and 
achieving 5 , ‘making a positive contribution’ 
and ‘achieving economic well-being 5 . 

A Medway Council spokesman said the 
authority accepts Ofsted’s findings and is 
pleased Medway primary care trust had 
recruited a number of key posts to tackle the 
issue of teenage pregnancy. 

These include a director of public health, a 
new post of teenage pregnancy co-ordinator, 
a sexual health manager and three new 
prevention worker posts focusing on sex and 
relationship education.

Great expectations for 
historic documents 

RARE documents detailing the history of 
Rochester will soon go on display - thanks to a 
£155,000 Lottery grant. 

The cash will give the Friends of Medway 
Archives and Local Studies Centre the oppor¬ 
tunity to delve into the contents of 500 boxes of 
the Rochester City Archives - the so-called 
Archives of Great Expectations. 

Medway Council’s community services chief 
Howard Doe said: “Some of the most impor¬ 
tant archives in the country are held in this 
collection, relating to Rochester, the second 
oldest Norman town in England. 

“This is great news for MALSC and for the 
people of Medway, especially students and his¬ 
tory enthusiasts, who will benefit from this 
project when it is completed.” 

The archive project is expected to last 
around three years and will be led by a profes¬ 
sional archivist, appointed by Medway 
Council, and two volunteer teams of 16. 

The volunteers, including members of the 
Friends of Medway Archives, will sort, arrange 
and catalogue the collection, and identify doc¬ 
uments requiring conservation and repair. 

FOMA chairman Tessa Towner said: “We are 
absolutely thrilled that in just two years we 
have achieved so much for MALSC and the 
award from the Heritage Lottery Fund is a 
fantastic bonus in these tough financial 
times.” 

The archives cover the period 1227 to 1974 
and include maps, photographs, building plans, 
heraldic and manorial records, records of land 
use, title deeds, rate books, records of trade and 
industry, public health, and transport.

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Don't wait until spring 
to put up that birdbox

THE Royal Society for the Protec¬ 
tion of Birds has launched a winter 
appeal to gardeners. 

Garden birds use nestboxes as shelter dur¬ 
ing the winter as well as for raising fledglings 
in spring, and the RSPB is appealing to people 
across the county to put boxes up in the right 
place now, ready for winter roosting. 

Nestboxes don’t always go unused in winter, 
as many believe, and gardens may have some 
unexpected winter guests. 

During the autumn and winter many birds 
will enter nestboxes looking for a suitable 
place to roost or feed. They then often use the 
same boxes for nesting in the spring. 

But positioning them wrongly could lead to 
young birds baking to death if exposed to too 
much sunlight when the days warm up in 
spring. 

Hester Phillips, of RSPB South East, said: 
“It might seem very early to be thinking about 
siting your nestbox, but as well as using them 
to shelter from the cold, birds will actually 
start shopping around for suitable nest sites 
soon, too. Birds often use nestboxes as a place 


to roost or store food in winter. An amazing 61 
wrens have been found roosting in one nest¬ 
box to shelter from the cold. The warmth gen¬ 
erated in a communal roost can really save 
them in harsh winters. 

“It’s also essential that you choose the right 
place for your box. Please don’t put them up on 
any old bit of wall or fence. 

“The direction is very important. Unless 
there are trees or buildings which shade the 
box during the day, they need to be facing 
between north and east to protect them from 
overheating in strong summer sunshine. 

“This will also shelter them from our pre¬ 
vailing damp south-westerly winds.” 

Other tips include: 

• Make sure birds have a clear flight-path to 
the nest without clutter directly in front of the 
entrance. 

•Most nestboxes should not be located too 
close to the ground or on a fence or shed, 
where cats can lurk. 

•Boxes for robins and wrens, however, should 
not be too high and are best placed among 
greenery to give additional protection from 
predators and the elements. 

• If you have more than one nestbox, site them 
as far apart as possible as many birds like 
their own space and are highly territorial dur¬ 
ing the breeding season.

More than they 
bargained for 
as danger toys 
seized in raids 

A CHRISTMAS crackdown by Kent Trading 
Standards officers led to the seizure of more 
than 2,000 potentially dangerous toys. 

They formed part of a larger haul of almost 
4,500 counterfeit items that also included 
clothing and footwear. 

Officers seized the goods during raids at five 
premises in Snodland last week, with stock 
also taken from people using online auction 
sites from properties in Thanet and Romney 
Marsh. 

Cllr Mike Hill, cabinet member for commu¬ 
nity services at Kent County Council, said: 
“These latest raids have helped save con¬ 
sumers money and protected children from 
receiving fake and possibly dangerous toys 
this Christmas. 

“We are all attracted by bargains and these 
traders have been cashing in on that. 

“At a time when businesses are feeling the 
pinch, too, it is important that action is taken 
against unscrupulous individuals and organ¬ 
isations.” 

The seized toys are currently being tested 
for safety, with the alleged offenders being 
dealt with on suspicion of the sale of counter¬ 
feit goods.

Stage is set for the next generation 


THE Arts Council is funding a pioneering scheme over 
the next two years aimed at increasing theatre atten¬ 
dance by those aged under 26. 

Theatres across the county will benefit from the plan to 
boost the popularity of live performances among young 
people by offering free admission. 

Grants totaling £310,000 will fund the plan across the 
South East, where 22 theatres have been earmarked. 

The free theatre scheme will start on Monday, 
February 16, and a website for booking tickets will start 
up in the new year. Arts Council regional head Judith 
Hibberd said: “We must make it easy for young people to 
experience powerful and inspiring art, show them that 


the arts are for them and hopefully help create a new 
generation of arts audiences.” 

Mark Everett, director of the Marlowe Theatre in 
Canterbury, which has been offered £50,000, said: “Young 
people will be at the heart of the new Marlowe Theatre 
and this award will support essential early work to devel¬ 
op these new audiences.” 

Also in Kent, a £10,000 grant has been offered to both 
the Assembly Hall Theatre in Tunbridge Wells and the 
Performing Arts Network Kent Consortia, which 
includes the Gulbenkian Theatre in Canterbury, Trinity 
Theatre in Tunbridge Wells and the Theatre Royal 
Margate.

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Here's a few sobering thoughts

POLICE across the county have 
secured significant convictions to 
provide a sobering reminder about 
road safety and the consequences 
of breaking the law. 

The convictions come as Kent Police reaches 
the half way stage of its Christmas anti-drink 
and drug driving campaign which is using cut¬ 
ting edge technology and new tactics to detect 
rogue drivers. 

To date, since the campaign started on 
December 1: 

• A total of 143 people have been arrested for 
drink or drug driving 

• Three people have been jailed for death by 
dangerous driving 

• There have been nine fatal, or potentially 
fatal, collisions 

• Of the above, four people have died. 

In one of the cases, a motorist on a lifetime 
driving ban in Ireland, who killed a 52-year- 
old Sheemess man in a motorway collision, 
has been jailed for nine years. Stephen 
O’Reilly reached speeds of more than llOmph 
shortly before the collision, on the M2 near 
Sittingboume, in June, this year. 

He was also drinking beer at the wheel. 
Head of the serious collision investigation 
unit, Inspector Paul Sellwood, said: “This has 
been a lengthy investigation for the unit, 
involving close working with the police and 


courts in the Republic of Ireland. We are very 
satisfied for the family with the outcome. 
O’Reilly is a career criminal who has not only 
given a family a life sentence but he will also 
have to live with the consequences of his driv¬ 
ing for the rest of his life.” 

In another case, Maidstone businessman 
David Hoskins pleaded guilty to allowing his 
employee, Martin Crealock, to drive a work 
vehicle when it wasn’t insured for him to 
drive. 

Hoskins received a £1,000 fine and was 
made to pay £365 costs. He was also given six 


penalty points on his licence. 

This is the first time Kent Police can recall 
anyone receiving the maximum fine and 
penalty points for permitting another person 
to drive uninsured. 

Martin Crealock was sentenced earlier this 
year at Maidstone Crown Court, where he 
received 15 months in jail and was disquali¬ 
fied from driving for four years. 

Finally, two police officers were seriously 
injured when their marked car was hit from 
behind by 27-year-old Lee Staples, in April. 

It was parked on the hard shoulder at junc¬ 


tion two of the M2 coast-bound carriageway 
with all the necessary emergency lighting. 

The collision was so serious the officers had 
to be cut from the wreckage by the Kent Fire 
and Rescue Service. 

Staples couldn’t give a reasonable reason for 
colliding with the police vehicle and alcohol 
and drug abuse were ruled out. 

He was subsequently reported for careless 
driving and pleaded guilty. He was fined £400 
and had to pay £60 court costs and a £15 vic¬ 
tim surcharge. He was also disqualified from 
driving for 12 months.

Francesa Fraser, 22, has been 
handing out posters and drinks 
mats to pubs and clubs across the 
county to raise awareness. 

Spiking is on the increase accord¬ 
ing to campaigners, who say many 
people do not realise how danger¬ 
ous it can be. 

Ms Fraser, who was given a cup of 
tea spiked with ecstasy, said the 
smoking ban had meant more peo¬ 


ple leaving drinks unattended. 

She said: “People need to make 
sure they have their drink with 
them at all times and try not to 
leave it anywhere when they want 
a cigarette.” 

She has also been giving out 
brightly-coloured bottle stoppers, 
which only allow a straw for drink- 
ing.“The stoppers cost just 2p,” she 
said. We want to make pubs and 
clubs aware they are inexpensive 
and can lower the risk of drinks 
being spiked.”

Vernon Coaker, minister at the 
Home Office, has been forced to 
apologise publicly for misleading 
statements about policing at 
Kingsnorth. 

He has had to retract his claim 70 


police officers were injured by 
protestors. Only 12 police officers 
had ‘reportable injuries,’ and those 
were mainly insect bites and cut 
fingers. This does not provide 
evidence of violence and does not 
justify the excessive policing at the 
Climate Camp. 

I was one of many who 
complained about the over-zealous 
policing at Kingsnorth. 

My main worry is that Kent 
residents who were horrified at the 
excessive policing they witnessed 
and will have lost faith in the police. 

Policing in a democracy relies on 
the cooperation and support of the 
population. Once trust is lost it is 
extremely difficult to regain it. 

The behaviour of the police 
contributed to a loss of trust in them 
by ordinary people. The misleading 
statement by the minister will 
exacerbate that loss of trust. 

The minister will be meeting with 
the Association of Chief Police 
Officers to discuss “the lessons to be 
learned” from Kingsnorth. 

I hope he will take into account 
the long term relationship of the 
police with those whose cooperation 
they so badly need and will conclude 
that future peaceful demonstrations 
should be policed more sensitively 
than was the case at Kingsnorth.

WHAT happens to a man who says 
‘yes’ to everything? 

In short, he becomes a best-selling author, 
finds the girl of his dreams, carves a career as 
a TV presenter and ends up on a Hollywood 
set with Jim Carrey. 

This is what has happened to Danny 
Wallace, author of Yes Man, first published in 
2005 but now repackaged in time for the 
release on Boxing Day of the film of the same 
name, starring Jim Carrey in the title role. 

Even now, Dundee-born Danny, 32, about to 
embark on a promotional tour in America with 
Carrey, finds this whole episode of his life quite 
surreal and has included a new chapter at the 
end of the latest edition of Yes Man about all of 
his experiences in Hollywood. 

“Hollywood was great. I got to go on the set 
and meet all the people. It was surreal turning 
up and seeing a chair with your name on it,” 
he says. 

“It was made from book to film very quickly. 
It was amazing seeing it gradually become 
this bigger, all-American thing.” 

Meeting Jim Carrey was also great, he 
enthuses. 

“There he was on the screen and when he 
left the screen he was suddenly by your side, 
which didn’t seem to make any sense. 

“From the moment he appeared, I was chat¬ 
ting away with him and it suddenly seemed 
very normal. 

“Then part of your brain just goes Tlang on, 
that’s Jim Carrey!’ and you must try not to 
give that away. 

“We talked about very normal stuff, like 
what he’d watched on TV, but what is extra¬ 
ordinary is when the cameras are on and he 
turns into Jim Carrey the film star. He throws 
himself into it.” 

In one scene Carrey had to turn around and 
knock someone’s drink over, Danny recalls. 

“I watched him do the scene four or five 
times because he wasn’t happy with it. He did 
something quite special and pulled off a clas¬ 
sic Jim Carrey moment, which ended up with 
him fracturing a couple of his ribs. 

“The next time I saw him walking by he had 
an ice pack and I said ‘It was worth it, though’ 
and he agreed it was totally worth it.”

Danny’s own negative attitude, he admits. “I 
was saying ‘no’ a lot and staying in a lot. I was 
quite happy just to watch TV. 

“My friends would ask me out and I’d say ‘I 
can’t, I’m doing something...’ and it would just 


be watching The Weakest Link. It was a habit 
I had to get out of. 

“Someone said to me You should say ‘yes’ 
more and it struck a chord. That was the best 
thing in the world. It means you take a chance, 
grab an opportunity. If you say ‘yes’, every¬ 
thing can change. If you say ‘no’, nothing ever 
changes. 

Today, he is still saying ‘yes’ more than he 
used to, he reflects.

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Amazing Azores' hidden gems

THE Azores are politically part of 
Europe but, marooned in the mid¬ 
dle of the Atlantic, culturally and 
geographically this Portuguese out¬ 
post could hardly be farther away 

On this verdant archipelago of nine volcanic 
islands with its own pace of life, far removed 
from the bustling cities of continental Europe, 
visitors are advised to leave their expectations 
on the plane, “slow down, relax and adapt” to 
the Azorean way of doing things. 

It’s sensible advice. This is hardly a destin¬ 
ation for beach-bums, although the islands 
muster a few beaches between them, mostly 
of black sand. But the lush flora is stunning 
and walkers keen to get away from it all are in 
seventh heaven. 

The year-round mild climate has temper¬ 
atures hitting a balmy 24 degrees in August. 
In this friendly, relaxed and fascinating place, 
you can explore natural lakes and spas and try 
some great restaurants in between. 

We began with a walking tour of Ponta 
Delgada, the main city on the largest island of 
Sao Miguel. Like many towns in the Azores, it 
was built from the most common rock on the 
archipelago - basalt. 

In the market we learned how to tell when 
locally-grown pineapple is ripe - from the size 
of its scales - and tried a delicious Azorean 
delicacy, bananas with local cheese. 

From a lookout at the top of the market, the 


view across the terracotta-tiled roof-tops of 
Ponta Delgada is interspersed with a couple of 
high-rise concrete constructions, apparently 
apartments for tourists. 

In the afternoon, my partner and I wandered 
down to the modem marina for a whale¬ 
watching trip. 

Our base was the Hotel do Colegio, a beauti¬ 
ful old music college in the centre of town, with 
basalt arches and a central courtyard with a 
swimming pool. 

Next morning, an internal flight whisked us 
to nearby Santa Maria. At 37 square miles, it 
is one of the smallest islands of the archipela¬ 
go, but the first to be discovered in the 1400s. 

Each village in Santa Maria has a colour 
scheme. Simple, bungalow-style houses are all 
painted white, with a different-coloured border 


around the doors and outer edges of the walls, 
depending on which village they belong to. 

Pico Alto is the highest point at 590 metres, 
offering a stunning 360-degree view of the 
island. From here we could see the massive 
contrast between the hilly, forested south-west 
and the flat, fertile north-east. 

Our visit to the Azores ended with one of its 
biggest highlights - a Geofun tour, guided by 
Pedro, a Portugese-born geologist at Ponta 
Delgada visitor centre, who whisked us into 
the hills in his shiny jeep. 

His superb English and deep knowledge of 
the island made the day a great adventure. 

Flying home, we knew we had barely 
scratched the surface of the Azores. 

There are so many more islands to explore, 
you don’t have to make an excuse to go back.

New Scirocco wards 
off chill of recession 


VOLKSWAGEN’S reborn Scirocco 
coupe simply cannot help remind¬ 
ing us of the mid-70s original. 

It’s dramatically styled, a decent four-seater, 
a terrific drive and not a bad buy either. 

Our test car was also in white, a favourite 
during the Mk I Scirocco era and soon dubbed 
the ‘White Stiletto’ by colleagues - a jibe at the 
preferred ladies’ disco shoes of the 1970s. 

But while ‘fashionistas’ might dread a 
return of the ubiquitous white ‘Sharon Shoe’, 
surely no-one fears a new Scirocco... even in 
white? 

Our flagship model was specc’d up with 
more than three grand’s worth of extras 
including leather seats (£1,535), but looks 
good value in £20,940 standard trim. 

I also liked its slick turbocharged Golf GTI 
engine, though there are now 2.0-litre diesel 
and entry level turbocharger/supercharger’ 
1.4-litre petrol options. 

The ‘GTI’ version though blends power and a 
snarling exhaust note when required, while 
also cruising smoothly and reasonably eco¬ 
nomically, thanks to a tallish sixth gear. 

The chassis delivers a similarly even-hand- 
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ed approach; the new Scirocco range features 
VW’s Adaptive Chassis Control system (ACC) 
as standard so this already versatile car can 
match all moods and situations. 

‘Normal’ is the all-rounder and ‘Comfort’ is 
great for long distances, but ‘Sport’ soon 
became my default, because it shows the car’s 
tautness and flat cornering to effect without 
punishing driver and occupants. 

The cabin shows less design input than for 
the muscular exterior, but it is a neat and well- 
arranged job using robust quality materials 
and there is plenty of room in the back. 

You could crib about the high rear window 
line and lowered headroom, but if they are 
deal breakers then check out the Golf GTI 
instead. 

I take similar issue with whinges about the 
Scirocco’s boot; it is massive for this type of car 
and entirely in keeping with the dynasty’s m ix 
of sportiness and practicality yet you hear 
moans like “the loading lip’s too high”, “it’s not 
that big” - what do people expect from a coupe 
that handles like a dream, seats four properly 
and costs much less than upmarket rivals?

Nevertheless, 
it offers the same virtues, plus a greater range of engines including 
a punchy and frugal, if a little buzzy, three-cylinder petrol engine now 
in greater demand due to these straitened times. Several generations 
of Corsa followed a 'teardrop' body style, but the latest car is bigger 
and more aggressively sculpted - almost a 'supersize supermini'. 


RENAULT CLIO 



DOWNSIZING can be sensible and chic with the Clio and the most 
recent generations have married durability and driving fun with 
Gallic charm. Again, the option or three or five doors is a big selling 
point, but our French contender also has the bonus of excellent 
diesel versions, though the cost of the actual fuel versus petrol 
argues against it currently.

Demand is on the up 

APPROACHING the first anniversary of 
the launch of its Thames Gateway office 
at Chatham Historic Dockyard, regional 
law firm Furley Page is bucking the busi¬ 
ness trend and celebrating a period of 
growth.

We're not too gloomy 

to hold office parties 


GLOOM in the economy did not 
stop businesses staging celebrat¬ 
ions in the run-up to Christmas 
this year - but some of the trim¬ 
mings were carved out of the trad¬ 
itional office get-togthers. 

A survey published by the Chartered 
Management Institute revealed three out of 
every five firms held an office party - only 
slightly down on the two out of three in 2007. 

Bosses say the knees-ups were designed to 
boost staff morale despite the miserable pre¬ 
dictions for the year ahead. 

The report suggests that some employers, 
however, were adopting a more socially aware 
approach - preferring to spend their money on 
good causes. 

But they were watching the pennies. Many 
employers believed extravagant parties were 
unnecessary. Fifty per cent, for example, sug-

gested hosting expensive parties could have a 
negative impact on their reputation. 

For many the festivities were funded out of 
the staff’s own pocket. A quarter of employers 
in the region made no financial contribution to 
office parties this year, although a quarter 
agreed to pay up to £40 per person. 

Key findings included: 

• Budget bashes: only a minority in Kent - 12 
per cent - included employees’ partners in this 
year’s celebrations and just two per cent invit¬ 
ed clients. Half were concerned expensive par¬ 
ties might send out the wrong message in the 
current climate. 

• Social conscience: 37 per cent in the region 
bought only Christmas cards that support 
charities and 22 per cent went for eCards - 
demonstrating a concern for the environment. 
And half argued Christmas was an appropri¬ 


ate time to engage in corporate social respon¬ 
sibility - going out into the community to help. 
• ’Tis the season of thanks: 37 per cent of line 
managers bought gifts for their team mem¬ 
bers and 16 per cent gave time off at 
Christmas without taking out of holiday leave. 

Jo Causon, director of marketing and corp¬ 
orate affairs at the institute, said: “It should 
come as no surprise that employers controlled 
Christmas budgets with tighter purse-strings 
this year. 

“However, it is encouraging to see respons¬ 
ible budget management is going hand-in- 
hand with an effort to thank staff for their 
efforts during the year and a determination to 
recognise hard work.” 

Away from work, the survey also asked 
respondents to name the ‘must-hear’ festive 
music. Among the favourites this year were 
perennial classic Silent Night, Fairy Tale Of 
New York by The Pogues and Kirsty MacColl, 
and Bing Crosby’s White Christmas.

Coup for club as it bags

Heath Harvey, general manager at the 
London Club, was delighted with the maiden 
tournament but is hoping for more in 2009. 

“On the whole, most things exceeded our 
expectations,” he said. ‘We are just hellbent on 
growing the attendance to in excess of 100,000. 


GOLF 
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There’s no point in putting the tournament on 
unless you can make it as big as possible. Our 
ambition is to make this one of the biggest 
events in Kent next year.” 

The European Tour began talks about bring¬ 
ing the tournament back to the club this sum¬ 
mer, but the announcement was delayed by 
problems finding a sponsor. A sponsor is due to 
be announced soon, which allowed the Tour to 
make its decision to return to Kent next May. 

Despite the uncertainty, the club was confi¬ 
dent of retaining the tournament and within 
weeks of this year’s event had begun a 
£100,000 groundworks programme. Several 
new tees have been installed to make the 


course tougher, while minor improvements will 
be made throughout the spring. 

Ashford’s Benn Barham, Kent’s only 
European Tour professional, knows the club 
well and believes it compares well to the other 
courses featured in the calendar. 

He said: “The venue is fantastic, both the club 
and the course are built for a major tourna¬ 
ment, it’s always a joy to go there.” 

The club also hopes to stage a repeat of this 
year’s hugely successful Tree Ticket Thursday’ 
promotion. About 14,000 people signed up for 
up to two tickets each with the scheme, which 
gave 24,000 golf fans the chance to see world 
class players for free on the first day of the tour¬ 
nament. 

Harvey said: “It’s down to the European Tour 
but I would hope it comes back because it’s a 
good initiative. It was terrific to see so many 
people of all ages enjoying the golf for free on 
the first day.”
